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With 25 Separate Police Bodies 
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Mexico Still Has Too Few Officers 
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The Yukon's Giant Cave 


Professor Hopes To Find Remains 
Of Alaskan and Yukon Residents 
As Far Back As 48,000 B.C, 
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FAIRBANKS, Alaska.—A rich record of prehistoric life 
in Arctic North America may be uncovered in a remote 
cavern in the Yukon next summer. The huge cave, something 
of a rarity in the Arctic Northwest, was found by Prof. Otto 
W. Geist of the University of Alaska. He hopes to find in it 
the remains of Alaskan and Yukon residents of as long ago

MEXICO CITY. — This national 
capital long known as the “City 
of the Palaces’ might also be 
called the “City of Police” for it 
has 25 official police organizations, 
and more than 200 private police 
agencies, with uncountable num- 
bers of private “bodyguards” for 
politicians, and “influential per- 
sons.” 

Yet, paradoxically, Mexico is} 
one of the least protected of 
cities. The actual city police 
force, which must attempt to 
maintain law and order in an area 
roughly 110 square miles in size, 
totals only 5,000 patrolmen. 

The active pool is actually only} 
4,000 men, with this divided into 
three eight-hour shifts. The rest 
are either on vacation, sick or 
under special orders. 

This meagre force patrols the 
streets of a city of more than 
three million inhabitants. Some 
precincts have as little as 36 men 
to cover an area of 10 square 
miles or more. It is little wonder 
that crime statistics in the capi- 
tal reach astronomincal propor- 
tions, and that criminals and de- 
linquents have a virtual field day. 

Police are poorly equipped, with- 
out cars for transport and pre- 
cincts are virtually isolated from 
each other. Added to which fre- 
quent breakdowns in the phone 
system make quick counter-action 
against crime virtually impossible. 

The entire city has only 60 
patrol cars, with 20 of these usu- 
ally out of commission and re- 
pairs. Until comparatively recently 
there were only a dozen motor- 
cycle squad cars available. 

Gen. Miguel Molinar, the chief 
ef police, however, has begun the 
task of revamping his entire de- 
partment. Chiefly on his insist- 
ence he has received delivery of | 
a small number of new radio 
patrol cars, jeeps and motorcycles 
with side cars, and he has been 
promised that his mobile equip- 
ment will be increased more in 
keeping with the police depart- 
ment. 

In a special report to city au- 
thorities General Molinar pointed 
out that most other North Ameri- 
can cities had forty to fifty times 
the number of patrol cars per 
thousand compared to Mexico. 

The police has undergone a 
thorough shakeup, graft. takers 
and cops and plain clothesmen who 
“co-operated” with thieves and 
criminals have been eliminated, 
with this “purification” process 
still going on. 


General Molinar is hampered by 
the fact that he can offer little 
incentive to attract the right type 
of new recruits, The pay is ex- 
tremely low (a precinct captain 
after 25 years of service still gets 
14 pesos a day, or $1.61). There 
is no edaquate pension system and 
so there has been no eagerness to 
join the force. 

Aside from the regular police 
force, there are, among others, 
such bodies as Policia Judicial 
Federal (something like the FBI) 
and federal territory police, hunt- 
ing and fishing, water service, 
narcotics, road, military, railway, 
bank, transit, light, industrial, 
streetcar, forest and mounted 
police. 


In self-defence against this flood 
of police private citizens have 
wheedled “police credentials” (hon- 
orary membership in the various 
police forces) to “protect” them- 
selves from too much police pro- 
tection. 

Of course, the honorary cards| 
are only obtained by those who | 
have access to influential friends. 
General Molinar wants to do away 
with the honorary police card) 
system, too, but this will pose a 
superhuman problem — will take 
plenty of tact, patience and a long 
period of time. 

What with “official” police, pri-| 
vate police and detectives, body- 
guards and “privileged” holders of | 


police credentials, life is a trying | 
affair for average Jose Q. Citizen! 


who seems to break the law with 
every step he takes, In the “city 
of police’ the average private citi- 
zens are still without adequate 
police protection. 

General Molinar, however, has 
given assurance that the situation 
will change before long. Break- 
and-enter artists and petty larcen- 
ists are already finding the going 
“tough” and the determined gen- 
eral promises that he will go after 
the “big boys” without quarter, 
too. 

The plan is to whitewash 
Mexico City as far as crime is 
concerned and General Molinar is 
confident that crime statistics will 
spiral sharply downward as his 
anti-crime drive gains momentum.

The best spot from which to 
shoot on goal is between 10 and 
25 feet out and directly in front 
of the net. As the age limit gets 
lower the ideal distance decreases. 
The principle behind this statement 
is that the ideal time to shoot is 
when you are far enough away 
from the goalkeeper to prevent 
him from cutting off your target 
area hy moving in to the puck 
but close enough to give him the 
minimum amount of time to make 
his move once you shoot.

“Manitobans bemoaning the lack 
of opportunity within the province 
should ponder well whether there 
are not ‘acres of diamonds’ at 
home before setting off to make 
their fortunes in distant and 
greener-looking fields,” he de- 
clared. 

The province's development in the 
future is bound to be largley in 
the realm of industrial and manu- 
facturing expansion, the minister

Preliminary estimates set gross 
value of manufactured goods in 
excess of $650 million—92° higher 
than gross value of production in 
1945 and higher than the $630 
million record of 1952, 

Manufacturing industries are 
employing an estimated 50,000 
persons this year as compared 
with 38,367 in 1945. 

There are now more than 1,650 
manufacturing companies in the 
province, 415 of which were estab- 
lished since 1945, 

Manufacturing operations are 
now carried out in more than 140 
rural centres in Manitoba. 

In several fields there has been 
a more than 100% increase in 
number of production workers 
during the period 1945-53. 

Mr. Turner highlighted some of 
the special achievements attained 
in Manitoba: Canada’s 
largest furnace manufacturing 
company is located in Manitoba: 
Manitoba boasts the largest indi- 
vidual plants in the women’s Jac- 
tory clothing industry in Canada; 
a Manitoba firm designed and pro- 
duces the world-famous scintello- 
meter; the same firm designed 
and markets a new meter for 
testing moisture content of grain;

Four navel oranges, salt solu- 
tion, 2 cups vinegar, 4 cups sugar, 
1 cup corn syrup, 2 cups water, 
40 whole cloves, 4 pieces of stick 
cinnamon, 2 inches long, raisins, 
dates or nuts for stuffing.

Wedding Invitation 
Gets Manitoba Man’s 
Wife Out Of China 


NIPAWIN, Sask.—Frank Choy 
of Nipawin manoeuvred his mother 
out of Communist China by the 
simple device of sending her an 
invitation to attend his wedding. 

Frank's father, Joe Choy, came 
to Canada 24 years ago, leaving 
his wife and son behind, Frank 
arrived here four years ago. 

When the Communists took over 
China, Mrs. Choy, 63, owned a 
quarter-section of land in a vil- 
lage near Canton where she raised 
a small rice crop. Because she 
was a landlord, her land was taken 
from her and she was punished 
by being assigned to a road gang. 

She worked a year before being 
released from pick and shovel de- 
| tail, receiving no wages, clothes 
and the poorest of foods. Mr, Choy 
sent her money from Nipawin at 
intervals, 

Dedicated to the task of getting 
his wife out of China, Mr. Choy 
saw an opportunity when his son | 
| went to Hong Kong to marry a 
girl he met there in 1948, Yvonne 
Loui. Frank wrote to his mother 
asking her to attend the wedding 
and Mrs. Choy used it to get per- 
mission to leave Canton for three 
months. She never returned, 

It took five months to get per- 
| mission from the Canadian gov- 
ernment to bring Mrs. Choy to 
Canada, The trip cost the family 
about $6,000.

Fifty-seven community pastures 


are operated under the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion in Saskatchewan and Mani- 
|toba, The pastures range in size 
from roughly 10,000 to 155,000 
acres and altogether 1,650,020 


acres of reclaimed abandoned farm 
land and overgrazed pasture land, 
have been enclosed, 

Carrying capacity of the pas- 
tures has been more than coubled 
since the inception of the com- 
munity pasture program, by use 


of controlled grazing and pasture | 


improvement practices. Summer 
grazing is now provided on these 
pastures for over 90,000 head of 
cattle and 3,600 horses, owned by 
over 6,000 livestock raisers, 

Pasturage is allocated by the 
local community pasture commit- 
tees on the basis of need. 
preference is given to farmers who 
moved and resettled from 
the pasture areas, 


A breeding service is provided 


jin the community pastures to as- 


sist the small farmer in improv- 
ing his livestock, and vaccination, 


First | 


spraying, dehorning, and othes 
miscellaneous services, are provid 
ed at cost by P.F.R,A., to ensure 
the health of the animals, 
Grazing fees, on a monthly basis, 
} are: cattle, 75 cents per head; 
horses, $1; sheep, 7 cents, Cows, 
breeding service, $3, and for colts 
born on pasture, a flat rate of $3 
for the season and for calves born 
on pasture, $2 

Pastures are fenced to give con- 
trol of the grazing and sufficient 
watering facilities are provided to 
permit maximum use of the grass 
resources available. 

The community pasture program 
is more than self-sustaining, Since 
it was initiated in 1938, operating 
| costs have totalled $2,042,000, up 
!to March 81, 1958, Revenues, 
mostly from grazing fees, have 
amounted to $2,477,000, or $435, 
000 more than the operating costs.
